EATEN BY CANNIBALS.

The Horrible Pate of Elovon Shipwrecked 
Sailors. 

After escaping death by drowning, 
eleven of the crew of the ship Bear 
were captured and eaten by canibals of 
New Guinea. The ship was bound for 
Sidney, Australia, when it was caught 
in the terrible gale of December, near 
Cape Nelson, .and began to sink. The 
crew, eighteen all told, left the vessel 
in two boats and soon became separat¬ 
ed. One boat, containing twelve men, 
was finally thrown ashore ten miles 
from the cape. The sailors were seiz¬ 
ed by natives of the interior ancL hur¬ 
ried off to the village of the chief. 
One man, James Greene, escaped. 

The sailors were stripped and 
bound, and killed, one each day. A 
wild orgie was participated iu by at 
least a hundred savages who had 
gathered for the feast. In several 
cases the sailors were tortured by the 
old women and ohildreu of the tribe. 
The eyes of one were gouged out. The 
doomed men silently watched the 
preparations for their death. A huge 
pot filled with boiling water used for 
the feast, which, on the first day, was 
prolonged away into the night. In 
most cases the men were beheaded, 
their heads being stuck on poles and 
paraded before the men who were to 
suffer the same fate. 

Greene was resoued by a steamer 
after tramping without food for a day 
and a night to reach the coast. The 
Beene of the horror he had witnessed 
turned his hair snowy white.

THE ANGLO-SAXON RACE. 

Mr. Chamberlain is Very Enthusiastic 
to Its ^Mission. 

Rt. Hon. Joseph Chrmberlain, sec¬ 
retary of state for colonies, speaking 
ing in Birmingham, Eugland, Saturday, 
at the annual diuuer of the Jeweler’s 
and Silversmiths’ association, said: 
“We now see our cousins across the 
Atlantic entering the lists and sharing 
in a task which might have proved too 
heavy for us alone. Under the cir¬ 
cumstances, the first business of this 
‘worst government of modern times,’ 
is to draw closer the bonds which unite 
us to the other members of the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking race and to promote their 
co-operation in the great work of civil¬ 
ization which appears to be the mis¬ 
sion of the Anglo-Saxon race.” 

Speaking of the government’s im¬ 
perial policy, Mr. Chamberlain said: 
“Providenoe shapes our ends and in¬ 
tends us to be a great government 
power; conquering in order tc^ivilize, 
administer and develop vast areas of 
the world’s surface, primarily to our 
advantage, but to their own advantage 
as well. As to the result of this mis¬ 
sion, hitherto an impartial witness, 
Rear Admiral George Dewey, has said 
that one of the mightiest factors in the 
civilization of the world is the impe¬ 
rial policy of England. But it will 
not be longer the imperial policy of 
England alone, for all the nations 
that have sprung from our loins will 
share iu the task which has hitherto 
failed on our shoulders alone.”

TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 


Report That Dewey and Otis Aro at 
Outs. 

The Manila correspondent of the 
Barcelona Diario says ho has discov¬ 
ered that the relations between Gen¬ 
eral Otis and Admiral Dewey are most 
strained, owing to the profound rivalry 
which exists between the land and 
sea forces of the United States in the 
islands. The morale iu the American 
squadron, says the correspondent, is 
below par. The Manila gambling 
hells are taxed .$1,200 each, aud the 
police are highwaymen, who make ar¬ 
bitrary arrests and then demand from 
$10 to $20 for the release of their pris¬ 
oners. The correspondent farther de¬ 
clares that the Americans have monop¬ 
olized all the trade and swamped the 
markets with their products, render¬ 
ing European competition impossible. 


"Wood May Succeed Brooko. 

A special from Washington says: It 
is announced on excellent authority 
that the president has decided to re¬ 
move General Brooke, military gov¬ 
ernor Cuba, and appoint General 
Leonard Wood in his place. The 
change is to take place February 1. 
General Wilson is . reported to be 
scheduled for second in command. 


A. II. Garland Drops Dead. 

Former Attorney General A. H. 
Garland was stricken with apoplexy 
while addressing the United States 
Supreme Court Thursday afternoon, 
aud died within ten minutes. 


No More Volunteers for Phlipplndi. 

Colonel David G. Colson, of the 
Fourth Kentucky, who is also con¬ 
gressman from the Middlesborough 
district, has returned to Anniston, 
Ala., from a visit to Washington. In 
an interview with President McKinley 
in reference to troops that may be sent 
to the Philippines he states that the 
president declared, in plain words, 
that no more volunteers would be sent 
to those islands. 


The town of Porus, Jamaica, has 
been almost destroyed by fire, involv¬ 
ing heavy losses. 

The St. Louis Tin Plate company, 
with a capital of $1,000,000, was organ¬ 
ized in New York. 

The transport Chester has sailed 
from Savannah for Havana with tho 
Thirty-first Michigan regiment. 

Two full modern batteries of siege 
artillery have arrived in Washington. 
They will be used for drill purposes. 

In the lower house of the Austrian 
reiohstrath a disturbance arising out 
of radical differences led to a hand-to- 
hand fight between deputies. 

A committee has been appointed to 
readjust the affairs of the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg & Gulf railroad and- to carry 
out a plan of reorganization. 

Secretary Long has received a very 
cordial letter of invitation from the 
mayor of Torquae, Eugland, for the 
European squadron to visit that place. 

A resolution introduced in tho Ar¬ 
kansas house protesting against the 
seating of Brigham Roberts, congress¬ 
man-elect from Utah, was tabled by a 
viva voce vote. 

Materials taken from the wrecked 
cruiser Infanta Maria Teresa, were 
sold at public auction at Nassau on 
January 10. They did not bring as 
good prices as expected. 

Whitecaps attempted to whip Tom 
Jnokson iu Harlan county, Kentucky, 
when Jackson’s wife interfered, killing 
the leader, who proved to be William 
Wright, a neighbor of Jackson’s. 

Ex-United States Senator Knute 
Nelson, of Minnesota, the American 
commissioner to the Eergen exposi¬ 
tion, and O. A. Tliorp, of Chicago, 
have been gazetted knights of St. Olaf, 
at Christiana, Sweden. 

Negotiations for a combine between 
the glucose and the sugar refining in¬ 
terests are, it is said, being conducted. 
If the plan carries it will bring about 
the greatest industrial consolidation 
in tho country. 

Grant C. Gillette, the Kansas cattle 
trader who recently failed with liabili¬ 
ties aggregating over a million, has 
turned over all his property j,o his 
creditors, and it is stated the latter 
have promised that no crimiual action 
shall be instituted against him if he 
shall return from Mexico. 

The Chicago packers, Swift & Co., 
and Libby, McNeil & Libby, as a re¬ 
sult of the criticisms made against the 
fresh meat furnished during the war, 
have announced that they would 
jointly pay $100,000 to anybody prov¬ 
ing that chomicals were used to pre¬ 
serve any beef packed by them. 

A report from Havana says: Twenty 
thousand persons are fed daily at the 
expense of the military authorities. 
Since January 10, 1,300,000 rations 
have been sent to department and dis¬ 
trict commanders. Reports - received 
. by General Brooke from Matauzas show 
that there are 19,000 destituto persons 
outside the cities iu that province.

Five New Millionaires. 

Five millionaires have been elect¬ 
ed to the United States senate this 
month and a number of states have 
not yet been heard from. The four 
are Chauncey M. Depew, of New 
York; John Kean, of New Jersey; N. 
B. Scott, of West "Virginia; J. A. Mc- 
Cumber, of North Dakota, and W. A. 
Clark, of Montana. In Delaware the 
contest is between Addicks and Du¬ 
pont.

President Diaz has appointed Manuel 
Aspiraz, assistant secretary of foreigu 
relations, to be ambassador at Wash¬ 
ington. Senor Aspiraz has been in 
constant touch with the late Ambas¬ 
sador Romero, and knows all the de¬ 
tail? of Mexico’s relations with the 
United States. He is a very able and 
courteous diplomat. He is a native of 
Pueblo, is 55 years of age, and was 
prominent in the liberal party during 
Juarez’s administration.

Mrs. F. N. Andrews, wife of the 
wire chief in the southern district for 
the Postal Cable Telegraph Company 
at Birmingham, died Saturday in ter¬ 
rible pains from a solution of cynide oi 
potash taken accidentally. Death re¬ 
sulted thirty minutes after the awful 
drug was takou. 

Near Scottsville, while Charles 
Stewart was out hunting with a friend 
named Williamson, the latter stumbled 
aud fell, his Winchester rifle striking 
a rock and firing. The bullet struck 
Stewart iu the thigh and cut an artery. 

He died in a few hours. Both were 
young farmers. 

A new directory has just been issued 
for Birmingham. Allowing three per¬ 
sons each name occurring in . the 
directory, the average used in all large 
cities, the directory finds the populn- 
tion of Birmingham aud suburbs, -ex¬ 
clusive of Bessemer arid Pratt. City, to 
be 76,500. This shows a tremendous 
increase in population.

rhe Old and the New Clash In Many 
Cnrlous Ways—Ox Teams Seem Strange 
Alongside of Improvements of Very 
- Recent Date. g 


The New Pipe Works. 

President Daniel McLaren, of the 
Addyston Pipe and Steel company, is 
in Birmingham making final arrange 
ments for tho beginning of work for 
the construction of the great pipe 
plant of that company on its recently 
acquired property. Ever since Mr 
McLaren purchased the property he 
has had surveyors and engineers en 
gaged in finding the levels and pre 
paring for the foundations of th 
plant, and that work will completed 
next week. After that is done the la 
bor of building the plant will begii 
and will be hurried forward ns rapidly 
as possible. The Addyston Birming 
ham district plant, when completed, 
will be ono of the largest and most 
perfect in the United States, and will 
be capable of turning out 350 tons oi 
pipe per day.

OVER FIVE HUNDRED KILLED. 

Terrible Destruction by Cyclone in tin 
South Seas. 

The steamer Aorangi, from Austra¬ 
lia, brings the details of the terrible 
cyclones which swept the south seat 
about the middle of December, devas 
fating villages, wrecking shipping 
and causing many deaths. Over five 
hundred natives a-s roported to have 
been killed. Capt. Pentecost, of the 
yacht St. AubiD, who brought in the 
news of tho disaster to Sydney, says 
he saved a woman who was to have 
been killed as a sorceress, she being 
accused of having caused the hurri¬ 
cane. He bought her, the purchase 
price being a pig, and took her to an¬ 
other island, where she was released. 


PRESIDENT UNDETERMINED 


About "What Disposition of tho Philip¬ 
pines no Will Advise. 

The cabinet session Friday was un¬ 
eventful and practically no attention 
was paid to the Philippine question. 
The cabinet officers, after the meeting, 
when asked regarding the Philippines, 
said that at no time in the cabinet ses¬ 
sion, or privately, had the president 
expressed to the cabinet his intentions 
as to the final disposition of the is¬ 
lands, and added that the president 
had not determined what disposition 
tbe interests of the United Staets would 
make necessary.

»ne running from Ponce to San Juan, 
ind the third penetrating the interior 
>f the northeastern part of the island, 
•till the vast bulk of the carrying trade 
s performed as in the days of Spain’s 
last greatness, by oxen and natives. 
It is true that some of the larger sugar 
fiantations possess sugar cars on 
vhich to haul the ripe cut cane, but 
he greater portion of the work is done 
n the old primitive style, and the 
Spaniard content to let well enough 
done is satisfied to wait for manana, 
>r tomorrow, before making any im¬ 
provements. As a result a strangely 
ncongruous, yet highly picturesque, 
panorama of moving vehicles is sure 
o be the first thing that attracts and 
Iraws the attention of a visitor to the 
’ar-famed Pear^ of the Antilles. Side 
py side one sees the ancient modes of 
■ransportation in vogue three centuries 
igo competing with th£ more modern 
nothods. First, in order to appreciate 
-he comparison, it is necessary to 
mow what manner of beasts of bur- 
ien are used. It is a question which 
ire the most numerous, the small,com¬ 
pactly built ponies or bronchos, scarce¬ 
ly fifty inches in height, with their 
iuge paniers or baskets almost if not 
lompletely hiding them from view, or 
'.he slow, cumbrous, heavily moving 
px teams, whose name is legion—the 
'otter popularly termed the ‘‘hurry-up 
:eams,” being sure to reach their des- 
ination the following week, if not the 
next day. Besides these a donkey here 
md there completely lost to view,with 
iis rider astride of him and wicker 
laskets bobbing to and fro, a goat 
earn or two, and last, but not least, 
the barouches or carriages drawn by 
diminutive horses, two or four to a 
:eam, complete the usual assortment 
af conveyances. . These latter have the 
monopoly of carrying passengers from 
■own to town by means of relays, and 
deliver the mail in different parts of 
the island. Since the arrival of the 
imericans large horses have been in- 
produced upon the scene, as well as the 
iuge army mules, as big as three of 
the native horses. It may seem from 
;he above description that Porto Rico 
Is not blessed with very rapid travel¬ 
ing facilities, and yet such is the en¬ 
durance and speed of the wiry little 
mimals used in the coach line of car¬ 
riages between San Juan and Ponce, 
hat the distance of some seventy-five 
miles is covered in anywhere" from 12 
o 18 hours over a more or less moun¬ 
tainous road. Then, again, when these 
•mall horses are used for riding they 
an tire out the larger American 
lorses and, besides this, cover a great 
leal more territory in a day’s travel. 
The railroads are small and would not 
compare favorably with our old nar- 
ow gauge railroads that have virtual- 
passed out of existence in this 
:ounty for the past two decades. That 
ioes not bother the natives. The 
railroad is a new institution with them 
md if the size of the engine and cars 
lo not compensate one the two armed 
guardia civil in each car impress them 
thoroughly with a sense of the import- 
mce of the railroad. In vivid contrast 
these methods are the more primi 
ive styles. In this country, as in no 
ather one on the American continent 
men are used as pack animals for con¬ 
veying goods a short distance, and to 
■ee a crowd of black natives laboring 
it this sort of work with their over- 
eer in charge reminds one of the task¬ 
masters of ancient Egypt more than 
anything else. In addition to this the 
ild-fashioned ox carts used in the 
ountry districts, not only for the 
transportation of goods, but also the 
aatives, drawn by oxen, remind the 
pnlooker of the old death carts used 
the dread days of the French revo-

The standard attained by the per¬ 
formance of modern pumping engines 
is pretty high", as was illustrated by an 
Incident which occurred not long ago 
in New York, where some large pump¬ 
ing engines that had recently been set 
up and were working at rather" high 
speed and almost absolutely without 
noise, were inspected by an expert in 
such matters who hailed from an in¬ 
terior city. He remarked: “Well, those 
engines work very nicely now, but wait 
until you get to pumping water at that 
speed, and then you will hear some¬ 
thing from them probably.” His aston¬ 
ishment may perhaps be imagined 
when It was demonstrated, to him that 
they were at that moment pumping 
water, and had been continuously do¬ 
ing so for forty-eight hours. 


KING DANCED THE HULA-HULA 

How Kalakaua Put Aside Dignity and 
Entertained Americans. 

From the Cincinnati Enquirer: “I 
witnessed a most extraordinary thing 
in 1889, and one that I never expect 
to see again should I live 100 years— 
a crowned head, a king, dancing on a 
billiard table,” remarked Paul Trom- 
mlltz of San Francisco to the En¬ 
quirer man at the Emery yesterday, 
“and there were several Americans 
present who will testify to the truth¬ 
fulness of my statement. There was 
a party of us from the Pacific coast 
stopping at the hotel in Honolulu in 
the year I mentioned. King Kalakaua 
was then on the throne, little dream¬ 
ing that his dyansty was fading away 
forever to be merged into the American 
government. The old man, for he then 
appeared to be nearing 60, was wont 
to come down to the hotel every even¬ 
ing from the royal palace and mingle 
with the guests. He was attired in or¬ 
dinary citizen’s garb, with no insignia 
of royalty about him. On the evening 
I refer to Kalakaua came to the hotel 
attended by several of his best musi¬ 
cians and most accomplished dancers. 
We all went to the wineroom below, 
which was also the billiard room, 
where we were entertained at length. 
Later, along midnight or after, .when 
the wine, song and dance had warmed 
his blood to the boiling point King 
Kalakaua leaped upon the billiard table 
with the agility of a cat and com¬ 
menced to give us the ‘hula-hula,’ or 
native muscle dance, in great shape, 
while we applauded him to liis most 
effective efforts. When he had run 
the gamut of the exciting dance some¬ 
one bet him that he could not kick the 
chandelier. He attempted it several 
times, but failed, owing, perhaps, to 
his exhaustion from the dance. Then 
one of our party jumped upon the 
table and kicked the chandelier from 
its fastening to the gas jet. The flow 
of gas was quickly shut off with a bot¬ 
tle stopper. All damages were prompt¬ 
ly settled by cash on the spot, and the 
king and his retinue retired from the 
scene. King Kalakaua died in San 
Francisco during the Knights Templar 
conclave a few years ago. He was a 
Knight Templar, and after attending 
the banquet returned to the hotel and 
died. During our stay in Honolulu a 
prominent native ■ half-breed invited 
our party, which included two Amer¬ 
ican ladies, to his handsome home to 
be entertained, which included the 
‘hula-hula.’ The women dancers were 
clad only in the close-fitting, light tan 
walking suits that Dame Nature had 
made for them. The American ladies 
stood it a little bit and then blushingly 
retired. The native half-breed women 
guests of the party remained through¬ 
out the performance, for they did not 
regard it as anything out of the way, 
for the ‘hula-hula’ is a part of tbe an¬ 
cient religious rites of those barbaric 
people. As an evidence that the na¬ 
tive do not regard the ‘hula-hula’ as 
lascivious the day after the perform¬ 
ance I have just related an Italian 
count, who had been one of the guests 
with us, and myself were in a wine 
warehouse attending to some matters 
of business and in the course of our 
conversation, which was going on In 
German, commented upon the dance of 
the night before in a facetious manner. 

A native half-breed clerk, who was em¬ 
ployed as a clerk in the warehouse, 
spoke up in German to our amazement, 
and after begging our pardon, pro¬ 
ceeded to explain to us that the dance 
had no vulgar significance or sugges¬ 
tion to the native mind. When he had 
finished I asked him how on earth ha 
got to speak such good German. He 
replied that he ought to be able to 
speak some German, as he had attend¬ 
ed Heidelberg as a student for nine 
years.”

of the promotion of other officers'|by 
reason of conspicuous conduct in bat¬ 
tle. The bill went over on objection 
and the senate adjourned. 

The House. —This was District of 
Columbia day in the house, and the 
major portion of the day was devoted 
to local legislation. Tho only action 
of public importance was the passage 
of the bill to extend the navigation 
laws of the United States to the Ha¬ 
waiian islands. Nineteon local bills 
wore passed.

The Senate.-— Two notable speeches 
were deliveied in the senate today, 
one by Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
and the other by Mr. Olay, of Georgia. 
While the two senators differed dia¬ 
metrically as to the policy of expan¬ 
sion, upon which they dwelt, both are 
in favor of the immediate ratification 
of the pending peace treaty. They 
contended that once that treaty is rat¬ 
ified congress will have full power tc 
deal with conditions respecting the 
territory acquired during the war with 
Spain and not before. Mr. Lodge 
partieularly argued for a formal decla¬ 
ration of peace, which could be bad 
only by the ratification of tho treaty. 
The senate resumed consideration of 
the peace treaty today in executive 
session. The Barry resolution for 
the consideration of the troaty in open 
session was voted down, and there 
was moro or less talk of taking a vote, 
though on this point no definite de¬ 
cision was reachod. The principle 
speeches of the general, debate wore 
mado for the troaty bv Senators Tollsr 
and Frye, and Mr. Hoar in opposition. 

The House. —The deba.ie on the 
army reorganization bill opened in the 
house today under au agreement by 
which general debate is to run fifteen 
hours, exclusivo of three night ses¬ 
sions; the final vote to bo taken not 
later than 3 o’clock next Tuesday. 
Among the supporters of tho bill aro 
those who, like Mr. McClellan (dem. 

N. Y.), a son of General George B. 
McClellan, favor a provision for a gen¬ 
eral staff made up of officers of the - 
line, so as to make the army organiza¬ 
tion responsible to a single head. The 
fate of the measure is still considered 
doubtful, though Chairman Hull and 
his friends profess great confidence in 
its passage. ihe debate today was 
pot exciting. Mr. Hull and Mr. Mc- 
Clellau, in support of the measure, 
aud Mr. Hay, of Virginia, iu opposi¬ 
tion, divided the honors. Among the 
other speakers against the measure 
were Messrs. Cox (dem. Tenn.), and 
Lanham. of Texas. 

The latest declaration as'tothe legal 
status of the boycott is found in an 
opinion rendered by the Supreme 
Court of Michigan in a case which 
arose out of a boycott of a firm of mill 
owners by striking union teamsters.; 
The strikers picketed the mills . and • 
issued circulars establishing a boycott, 
on the firm. The court prefaced 'an ■--» 
injunction against the strikers with &■ 
statement of the law regulating the 
relations betyeen employer and em¬ 
ploye. According to the court the 
law protects employers in the right to 
employ whom they please at prices 
they and their employes can agree; 
up'on, and to discharge them at the 
expiration of their term of service for 
violation of their contract. So, also, 
the laborers have the right to fix a 
price upon their labor; and to refuse 
to work unless that price is obtained. 5 
They have this right singly or in com¬ 
bination. They may organize in order 
to improve their condition and secure 
better wages, and may use persuasion 
to induce men to join their organiza¬ 
tion or refuse to work except for an’ 
established wage. They may present 
their cause to the public in newspa- 
papers or circulars in a peaceable 
way, and with no attempt at coercion. 
This, however, marks the limit of 
either party’s right. The injunction 
granted by the court restrained the -- 
strikers from picketing the premises 
and from distributing boycott circu-.« 
ars which were said to embody threat 3 ," 
ening language. Labor; as the de J ‘ 
cision illustrates, possesses freedom, 
of action and of combination, but that 
freedom must not be construed to in¬ 
clude intimidation or coercion of 
others whose right to labor or employ 
labor is equally free. _____

The Sentinel is informed that 
there is a movement on foot to es¬ 
tablish a new court for this county. 
The plan is to have a county court 
created having concurrent juris¬ 
diction with the Circuit and Chan¬ 
cery courts. This court will, it is 
proposed, hold four’ terms during 
the year and can remain in session 
as long as ten weeks at each terra. 
The Judge is to be appointed by 
the Governor and his term is to be 
for six years. His successors are 
also to be appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernor. His salary is fixed at $1,500 
ana it is a preferred claim on the 
county treasury. The solicitor is 
to he elected by the legislature and 
is to receive a salary of seven hun¬ 
dred and fifty dollars in feos. His 
fees over and above that amount 
are to be paid into the county 
treasury. The offices of Clerk and 
Register may be filled by two dif¬ 
ferent persons or by the same in¬ 
dividual. 

If this court is established it will 
absorb largely, if not altogether, 
the Circuit and Chancery court’s 
business, but will not relieve the 
county of either of the courts. On 
the other hand this hew court, 
while abolishing the present Coun¬ 
ty court, will virtually he an addi¬ 
tional court, entailing considera¬ 
ble expense upon the county. As 
to the wisdom of establishing this 
court at this time there seems to 
be much diversity of opinion. 
There are many who entertain the 
opinion that it $s not needed, and 
that the county could readily dis¬ 
pense with even the county court 
it now has. 

A part} 7 of gentlemen from Co¬ 
lumbiana went down to Montgom¬ 
ery Tuesday evening with the view 
of having the bill to establish this 
court introduced in,the legislature. 
The signs now are that the bill 
not to have smooth sailing, but 
is to meet with strong opposition. 
The .Sentinel is opposed to it from 
the fact that it does not believe 
that this new court is needed by 
the county.—Calera Sentinel.

Why not? “Is God’s arm shortened 
that it cannot save? Is His ear heavy 
that it cannot, hear?” Is not Jesus just 
the same to-day? Has He ceased his 
intercessions for us? And has the Ho¬ 
ly Ghost,our Commander-in-chief, de¬ 
serted His embattled hosts, and left us 
to become the miserable captives of 
diabolical servitude?

Il-Chron. 7-34. These words taken 
from our Guide Book, give us infalli¬ 
ble directions, plainly revealing our 
pare and God’s part in securing a re¬ 
vival. 

Let us notice: 

I. OUR PART. 

1. God’s people, professing Chris 
tians, must realize the need of a reviv¬ 
al. Do we need it? Let us take an in¬ 
ventory and see. How is it with my 
own case? Is it well with my soul? 
Am I making a success of the Chris¬ 
tian life? • Is my experience growing 
brighter every day? Do I take time to 
pray and read my Bible every day as I 
know l ought, and do I enjoy these ex¬ 
ercises? Do I “rejoice ever more, 
pray without ceasing, and in every¬ 
thing give thanks? Do I love my 
neighbor as myself and God better 
than myself? Ami burdened for the 
salvation of souls? Am I filled with 
the Holy Ghost? Am I free, entirely 
free from sin, so that there is no con¬ 
demnation? Am I what I ought to be, 
and what I might be by the grace of 
God? “Search me, O God, and know 
my heart: try me, and know my 
thoughts: and see if there be any wick¬ 
ed way in me, and lead me in the way 
everlasting.” 

And how about the churches? Are 
all the services well attend? Sunday- 
schools full? Prayermeetings satis¬ 
factory? Members all consistent? Fi¬ 
nancial interest all kept up inGod’o 
way? When people’s hearts are right 
t he money comes spontaneously, and 
plenty of it. Ex. : 3-7. 

A church that has to resort to ice 
cream festivals and oyster suppers to 
keep up its finances is about as dead as 
Lazarus was when the Savior arrived, 
and needs resurrecting and liberating. 

Next look at the homes. Hdjv many 
are really Christian? Has your child 
ever heard you pray? The heathen 
have household gods and family wor¬ 
ships. Again, look at the town. Are 
there any unsaved people in it? Any 
institutions of evil? Any drunken¬ 
ness, gambling, dancing, or rioting? 
Gai. 5: 1S-46. 

Examine carefully the whole field 
until the awful need burns in your 
heart. 

2. God’s people must “humble 
themselves.” “Before honor is humil¬ 
ity.” “God reSisieth the proud, and 
giveth grace to the humble.” “And he 
that shall humble himself shall be ex¬ 
alted.” May God clothe us with hu¬ 
mility ! 

3. God’s people must pray, not. just 
say prayers. We must wrestle, as did 
Jacob, till we secure a blessing for 
ourselves, and then, intercede for our 
people as did Moses till deliverance 
comes. We must plead as did Elijah 
till the fire falls and the floods de¬ 
scend. History fails to record a sin¬ 
gle revival of religion that was not 
preceded by earnest, importance, ef¬ 
fectual prayer. Pentecost was pre¬ 
ceded by a ten days prayermeeting. 
“Ask and ye shall receive, but let him 
ask in faith, nothing wavering. Eor 
he that wavereth is like a wave of the 
sea, driven by the wind and tossed. 
For let not that man think that he 
shall receive anythingof the Lord.” 

“Let us advance on our knees,” not 
only praying, but praying and fasting. 
Matt. 17 :21. 

4. God’s people must seek His face. 
Where? At home. At church. Along 
the way. In his word. In His saints, 
and in the “least of his brethren.” In 
service of song, prayer and personal 
work. How? “And ye shall seek me 
and find me, when ye shall search for 
me with ail your heart.” Jer. 29 :I3. 

When? “Behold, now is the accept¬ 
ed time.” 

5. God’s people must turn from 
“their wicked ways.” 

We may realize the need of a revival; 
we may cover ourselves with sackcloth 
and get down in the dust; we may pray 
continuously; we may seek God’s face 
everywhere; but it will all be in vain 
unless we give up our sins. “If I re¬ 
gard iniquity in my heart the Lord 
will not hear me.” “Your inibuities 
have separated between you and your 
God,and your sins have hid his face 
from you, that lie will not hear.” It is 
the prayer of the righteous that avail- 
eth. “Create within me a clean heart, 
O God; and renew within me a right 
spirit. Restore unto me the joy of thy 
salvation; and uphold me with thy 
free spirit. Then will I teach trans¬ 
gressors tliy ways: and sinners shall 
be converted unto thee.” God grant us 
grace to do our part successfully!

CLOAK WORTH A MILLION. 

The most valuable coat in the world 
Is in the possession of Lady Brassey, 
wlho, at a recent exhibition held in 
London, loaned her coat as an exhibit, 
after first having obtained insurance 
upon It for half a million dollars. 
This mantle was presented by Queen 
Roma-ue, of the Sandwich Islands, to 
Captain Thomson, of the British navy, 
for the protection extended to her 
against the French in 1843. Since 
that time the clonk has remained in 
the Thompson family, and, although 
several very tempting offers havo 
been made for it, nothing could in¬ 
duce Lady Brassey to part with 
it. 

The foundation of the mnntlo is a 
network of native hemp, and to it are 
attached, by fine threads of the same 
material, the feathers of birds found 
only in the' Hawaiian Islands. The 
feathers overlap each other and lie 
flat, forming a smooth surface. The 
upper and latteral borders, which are 
corded with a string of hemp, are dec¬ 
orated with alternate crescent slinped 
figures, composed of either red or yel¬ 
low feathers. 

This clonk Is four feet in length and 
eleven and a half feet in width at the 
bottom, tapering up to twenty-threo 
Inches at the top. The great difficulty 
experienced In procuring the feathers 
and the number of years required to 
complete the garment constitute Its 
chief claim to value. 

Its yellow feathers especially are of 
great value, ns 'the bird from which 
they are taken is comparatively rare, 
very shy and difficult to capture. The 
black feathers are from the head and 
back of the same bird, Its general plu¬ 
mage being a glossy black. The mar¬ 
ket price of five of these feathers is 
quoted at $2.50, and by this estimate 
the value of the coat, taking into ac¬ 
count the amount of labor involved, 
figures up to nearly $1,000,000.

Status of Jews in Russia. 

A decision recently rendered by the 
imperial senate in St. Petersburg in 
reference to the petition of a Russian 
Jew illustrates the extent to which 
Jews come under the ban of legislative 
control. It seems that a Jew in Rus¬ 
sia has not the right to name his own 
child as he pleases, but must give his 
offspring such name as the police reg¬ 
ulations made and provided ordain. 
He is restricted to biblical names; 
moreover, he must not give his child 
a modernized form of the biblical 
names from which he is allowed to 
choose. Thus he may bestow on his 
son such names as Abraham, Jacob or 
Samuel, but they must be in the He¬ 
braic or Yiddish form of Avrohom, 
Yauker aud Shemuel. The use of a 
modernized name is prohibited and sub¬ 
jects the Jew using it to a severe pen¬ 
alty. The recent action by the senate 
was brought about by a South Russian 
Jew, who recently ventured to call his 
son Samuel instead of Shemuel. The 
police declined to permit this, aud an 
appeal was made to the imperial sen¬ 
ate. This august body decided that 
Shemuel is only a variant of Samuel, 
and that therefore the regulations ap¬ 
plicable to the naming of Jewish chil¬ 
dren have not been violated. But it 
was pointed out that the decision 
simply applied to the peculiar case of 
Samuel. The Jew who attempted to 
style a son of his Abraham instead of 
Avrohom will still have to reckon with 
the police, and bring his case before 
the senate of the empire if he is de¬ 
termined to challenge the action of 
the local authorities. A Paris paper 
in commenting on the case adds with 
rather doubtful significance, “That 
such puerilities should engage the at¬ 
tention of the highest legislative and 
consultive body in the Russian em¬ 
pire is a striking indication of the 
intellectual level (etage) which even 
the educated Muscovite appears to 
have attained at the close of the nine¬ 
teenth century.” 

Jews Colonizing: Palestine. 

In view of the interest manifested 
recently in the Zionist movement 
looking to the re-peopling of the holy 
land by Jews, statistics sent to the 
state department by the United States 
consul at Beyroot of the number of 
Jews now in Palestine are of interest. 
He says that about 40,000 cf the 200,- 
000 population are Jews, whereas there 
were only 14,000 twenty years ago,. 
In Jerusalem there are 22,000 Jews, 
half of whom have come from Europe.

Or like the snow-lall in the river, 

A moment whit®—then melt forever; 
Or like the borealis race, 

That, flit ere you can point their place; 
Or like the rain bow’s lovely form, 
Evanishing- amid the storm.” 

Not there then for we wish not a 
thing so transitory. From the 
proffered hand must we select, horr¬ 
or, power or riches? Neither. The

China’s First Railway. 

The first railroad construct»d in 
China was a narrow-gauge line from 
Shanghai to Woosung, put down in 
1876, and intended chiefly as au ocular 
demonstration to the Chinese. At the 
end of twelve months it was sold to a 
Chinese official, who straightway tore 
up the rails and deported them to 
Formosa. The single dummy engine 
of the line now reposes peacefully in 
the mud of some Formosan harbor, 
together with the wreck of the junk in 
which it was transported. During 
these twelve months of its existence 
the Shangliai-Woosung railroad, with 
its single dummy engine and its train 
of small cars, which, by the way, were 
of American pattern, carried three 
hundred thousand passengers. The 
Chinese came from far and wide to see 
and experiment with this new barba¬ 
rian curiosity, and the joeople in the 
neighborhood, soon finding it an insti¬ 
tution of great practical utility, became 
regular patrons. 1 The predicted up¬ 
rising of the people egainst the con¬ 
struction of the road never material¬ 
ized, and as for the graves along the 
route, every farmer would manufacture 
as many graves as lie could get dollars 
for permission to traverse them.

We are not writing this, but 
copying that which is written by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion and published in a recent re¬ 
port. “The railroad situation has 
become intolerable both from the 
standpoint of the public and the 
carriers. Tariffs are disregarded, 
discriminations constantly occur, 
the price at which transportation 
can be obtained is fluctuating and 
uncertain. Railroad managers are 
distrustful of each other, and ship¬ 
pers all the while in doubt as to 
the rates secured by their compe¬ 
titors. The volume of traffic is so 
unusual as to frequently exceed the 
capacity of equipment, yet. the con¬ 
test for tonnage seems never re- 
-haxed. Enormous sums are spent 
in purchasing business and secret 
rates afeorded far beIe_jy..tbe.R$ 2 fi-fl- 
ard of published charges. The 
general public gets little benefit 
from these reductions, for conces¬ 
sions are mainly confined to the 
heavier shippers. All this aug¬ 
ments the advantages of large cap¬ 
ital and tends to the injury and of¬ 
ten to the ruin of smaller dealers. 
These are not only matters of grav¬ 
est consequence to the business 
welfare of the country, but they 
concern in no less degree the higher 
interests of public morality.” And 
then comes reference to a specific 
case. “An investigation held in 
March last at St. Paul disclosed 
various practices under which re¬ 
bates from published rates were se¬ 
cured by shippers of flour from 
Minneapolis nd Duluth to Atlan¬ 
tic seaports and other eastern 
points. The eastern purchasers 
paid the tariff rates, and the ship¬ 
pers subsequently collected rebates 
.according to previous agreement 
with agents of the carriers. These 
concessions in rates were not grant¬ 
ed to all shippers, and the carriers 
allowed larger rebates to some of 
the favored shippers than to oth¬ 
ers.”—The American.

Britain is getting provoked at 
us. We are not using our victo¬ 
ries for the promotion of her in¬ 
terests, as she hoped and expected, 
and her friendly ardor cools.

But to 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico we extend 
our navigation laws that exclude 
from the carrying trade between 
those islands and the United States 
British and all foreign vessels, to 
Hawaii we prepare to extend our 
tariff laws, tnus establishing free 
trade between the Hawaiian islands 
and the United States, but raising 
the Dingley tariff bander against 
importations into Hawaii from En¬ 
gland and other countries, As by 
commercial treaty of reciprocity 
we have always had some advan¬ 
tage in the Hawaiian islands this 
extension of our tariff laws to Ha¬ 
waii gives no very serious offense 
in England, for our offense is one 
against the pet Cobden theory 
rather than the pocket. But that 
we will pursue the same tariff poli¬ 
cy in regard to Puerto Rico, that 
indeed extension of our posses¬ 
sions in the Americas means ex¬ 
tension of an American zollverein 
is ro longer doubted.

Now it is said that we are going 
to do all these things for the good 
of the Filipinos, that we are going 
to rule them, thrash them if need 
be, that liberty, the blessings of 
e liberty, may be assured to them. 
This is the sophistry with which 
those who demand the forcible an¬ 
nexation of the Phillippines seek 
to condone the crime they are about 
to commit. But as Senator Mason 
set out in his eloquent, almost im¬ 
passioned address to the Senate on 
Tuesday of last week, George III. 
professed to have the same ends in 
view in sending armies to thrash 
the Americans into rendering obe¬ 
dience to his dictates that we now 
profess,to have in view in assert¬ 
ing our sovereignty, our rule over 
the Philippines regardless of the 
wish of the inhabitants, in sending 
our armies to assert that sovereign¬ 
ty and shoot such Filipinos as may 
resist, shoot them down until they 
accept the blessings of liberty we 
are so anxious to extend to them, 
all for their own good. *We pro¬ 
test that it is not Christian, not 
American. But what said King 
George III. to his Parliament anent 
the sending of troops to take from 
us our liberties; “1 am desirous of 
restoring to them the blessings of 
law and liberity equally enjoved by 
every British subject which they 
have fatally and desperately ex¬ 
changed for the calamities of wAt- 

apd the arbitrary tyI'-iliny of their 
chiefs.” 

And in this age and generation, 
an age, as we. flatter ourselves, of 
enlightenment and liberty, what 
does President McKinley tell the 
Filipinos in his proclamation? 
That we are desirous of extending 
to them the blessings of liberty 
that we enjoy? that for this end we 
purpose to extend our rule over 
them, that if they resist such ex¬ 
tension we will shoot them down to 
bring them to reason and save them 
from what we, not they, fee! would 
be the alternative, the calamitous 
rule and arbitrary tyranny of their 
chiefs. And this is just what 
George III. warred on us for, so he 
said. It was to save us from the 
calamities of war that he made war 
upon us convinced that if left to 
govern ourselves we would fall a 
prey to sectional strife and never 
know the blessings of peace. This 
is what we now tell the Filipinos. 

It was to save us from “the arbi¬ 
trary tyranny of our Chiefs,” of 
Washington, that George III. sent 
his troops to shoot down those who 
valued self-rule more than they 
loved George III.; it is to save the 
Filipinos from the arbitrary tyran¬ 
ny of Aguinaldo that President 
McKinley sends troops to shoot 
down Filipinos if they think their 
liberties would be securer in their 
own hands than those of William 
McKinley and his advisers and so 
thinking refuse to lay down their 
arms and look to the American 
President as a father to give them 
the blessings of liberty. If they 
insist on the right of looking to 
themselves we shoot and bound 
them until they desist. Bring the 
Filipinos to acknowledge us as 
their lord and master, writes the 
President in his proclamation to 
General Otis for promulgation in. 
the Philippines, peacefully if you 
can, forcibly if you must. And 
all that is promised Filipinos in 
this proclamation is that we will 
be to them a beneficent master.

Populism and Gospel of Trutll. 

From the four quarters of the 
earth rises the wail of oppression 
and distress that oppression brings. 
Some in blind selfishness, content 
if they can gain comforts and lux¬ 
uries and revel in pleasures regard¬ 
less of the sufferings of their fel¬ 
low nien, may close t.heir ears and 
steel their hearts against it; we 
hear it as an ominous roar, the 
swelling roar of an. outraged hu¬ 
manity oft denied the right to la¬ 
bor, oft deprived of the enjoyment 
of tiie fruits of toil and seeking, 
somewhat aimlessly, but earnestly, 
insistently for justice, relief. Men 
are denied an equality of opportu¬ 
nity, they are obliged to toil for 
those enjoying special privileges 
and for a recompense barely suffi¬ 
cient to keep body and soul to¬ 
gether, insufficient to enable them 
to accumulate wealth and rise to a 
higher state. And if perchance 
sickness overtakes them, they be¬ 
come tleorepid as a working ma¬ 
chine or be'thrown out of work, 
they and their families are prone to 
suffer infinitely. 

The despoilment of the many by 
the few was never so systematized 
and effective as it is to-day. True, 
labor is more productive than ever 
before, a livelihood should be eas 
ier gained, men should live better, 
their, material and intellectual lot 
should be vastly and steadily rais¬ 
ed, raised just as improved machin¬ 
ery, as greater knowledge applied 
to the direction of industry makes 
their labor more productive. But 
this increased pr.f ductiveness of la¬ 
bor goes to the enjoyers of special 
privileges, goes to enrich the favor¬ 
ed few. Thus do contrasts between 
riches and poverty grow, thus does 
unrest increase, thus is poverty by 
very comparison made harder and 
harder to bear. 

The investor is robbed of his 
savings, the wage earner is made to 
pay tribute to the trusts that the 
railroads build. The sacredness 
of contracts is artfully broken by 
changes in the value of money en¬ 
gineered by the money cliques, of 
course in their interest and to the 
detriment of those who toil. Taxes 
are levied se that the burdens fall 
largely on . the poor so that the 
rich escape, so that the poor pay 
many times the taxes in proportion 
to their earnings as the rich. 

Thus are those who toil put un¬ 
der tribute for tiie support of a 
favored few, thus do men gather 
riches by preying on the fruits of 
others’toil. .And where there is 
r.obbery by the strong of the weak, 
of the poor by the rich, there can 
not, even though - such robbery be! 
under the forms of law, be place on 
eafth and good will to men. 

Men do not practice the gospel 
of peace and failing to so practice 
the world is drifting to a social 
revolution that will right the 
wrongs of the oppressed. Tins so¬ 
cial revolution it is the aim of pop 
ulism to control that it may not 
end in blood, that it may be a rev¬ 
olution for the rendering of justice 
not the, wreaking of vengeance. 
Populism recognizes the causes of 
the wail going up to heaven from 
suffering .humanity, it makes its 
bounden duty the removal of those 
causes, those causes, for strife and 
bloodshed on earth; it demands 
that justice be accorded to all, it 
preaches the Gospel of Peace, li 
men profit not from its teachings, 
if its warnings are not heeded, 
there will come in blood the revo¬ 
lution that ought to come in peace. 
The way to avoid dire strife is to 
freely accord to all men justice, to 
protect therein their rights, to in¬ 
sure to them an equality of oppor¬ 
tunity in the production of wealth, 
and free enjoyment of the wealth 
they produce, assure to them the 
right to work, remove the causes 
that give them just ground for 
complaint. To effect this is the 
mission of the Peoples party. In 
that mission it cannot succeed 
without organization ; the way to 
spread the Gospel of Peace is there¬ 
fore through organization. 

So in the name of downtrodden 
humanity, in the interest of justice 
to all, even the people’s oppressors, 
to prevent a revolution that will 
-••xcit.e men’s passions, stop nol 
with the rectification of wrongs, 
not with the doing of justice, but 
end in an indiscriminate wreaking 
of vengenance we call upon Fopu- 
ulists to organize.—The American.

Amendments to the Road Law. 


The representatives of St. Clair,- 
Cherokee, Franklin and Shelby 
counties have had the following 
amendments made to the new road 
law for said counties, the bill be¬ 
ing introduced by Senator Deans: 

AN ACT. 

To amend an Act approved De¬ 
cember 13th 1898, entitled “An 
Act to better provide for the work¬ 
ing of the public roads of St. 
Clair, Cherokee, Franklin and Shel 
by Counties” so far as Ihe same re¬ 
lates to Shelby, St. Clair. Chero¬ 
kee and Franklin counties. 

Section 1. Be it enacted. That 
section one of said Act shall be 
amended so as To read as follows: 
That.the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners of Shelby, St. Clair, 
Cherokee and Franklin Counties 
shall at their first regular meeting 
after the passage and approval of 
this Act and bi-ennially thereafter, 
appoint one, Supenintendent of 
Public Roads in each precinct in 
said county who shall serve for a 
period of two _years; provided that 
no person over forty-five years shall 
be compelled to serve unless he o 
choose. 

Section 2, Be it further enact¬ 
ed, That section sixteen (16) of 
said Act shall be amended so as t-o 
read as follows: That all hands 
subject to road duty under the 
general law, shall be required to 
work on public road four (4) days 
in each year or pay in money to 
his overseer seventy-five cents (75) 
per clay for each day he shall fail 
to work; which money must be 
paid his overseer on or before tin- 
day he is warned to commence 
work. The overseer receiving the 
money must immediately hire a 
hand to take his place on the road 
and report it to the district Super¬ 
intendent of Public Roads. Pro 
vided, further, no hand shall be re¬ 
quired to work public road oftepei 
than twice a year, no more than 
two days each time, for the county. 

Section 3. Be it further enact 
ed. That in the event, that any pub 
lie road in said Shelby, St.Clair, 
Cherokee and Franklin Counties 
shall at any time from any cause 
whatsoever become seriously injur¬ 
ed, obstructed or destroyed that 
the overseer of said road shall 
forthwith warn ail the hands ap¬ 
portioned to said road or so mam 
thereof as may be necessary and ; 
shall repair the said road as sooi 
as practical)’© and in such emer 
geircy and for said purpose all per 
sons subject to road duty on saic 
road may be required to work 5- 
daysother than the four days here 
infore mentioned, but shaU havi 
credit.for all emergency work so 
.performed by them on tiie next reg¬ 
ular working to which they art 
subjt ct. 

Section 4. Be it further enact 
ed, That the provisions of this Act 
shall apply to Shelby, St. Clair, 
Cherokee and Franklin Counties.
